Mr. Pollard pointed out that 
wages and salary earners once 
had great faith in the Arbitra- 
tion system for protection of 
their living standards, but, said 
Mr. Pollard, ‘This faith is rap- 
idly diminishing and many 
workers’ organisations are re- 
sorting to direct action. 

“This not only applies to in- 
dustrial unions, but also to 
white collar workers, some of 
whom have already resorted to 
direct action—of note, airline 
pilots and school teachers. Also 
threats have been made by bank 
employees and members of the 
public service and nurses.” 

Mr. Pollard ,continued that 
“Not even the most rapid anti- 
Communist fanatic will accuse 
these groups of being the tools 
of Communist subversion. 

“While this state of affairs 
continues, exporters of primary 
products and manufacturers of 
export products, reach the im- 
possible position of not being 
able to compete in the world’s 
export markets. Australia must 
export to meet its obligations for 
the payment of essential import 
goods,” said Mr. Pollard. 

“If elected on November 26, 
an Australian Labor Party Gov- 
ernment will, at a referendum, 
seek the consent of the people 
for control over prices. 

“tT remind you that in 1948, 
the Chifley Labor Government 
sought at a referendum control 
over prices, 

“The people, on the advice of 
the Liberal-Country Parties, re- 
jected the proposal. In the sort 
of scare tactics in which these 
anti-Labor Parties indulged, they 
said, ‘The Chifley Government 
wants to acquire for all time, 
without any justification, powers 
which in normal times are exer- 
cised by State Parliaments,’ and 
‘that the Chifley Government is 
playing upon your fears of ris- 
ing prices to secure for all times 
a revolutionary change in the 
Commonwealth Constitution’.”” 

Mr. Pollard concluded: “You 
took this advice with the disas- 
trous results I have outlined. 
Don’t be misled again, support 
the Australian Labor Party can- 
didates for the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate.”

It appears the main hold-up to con- 
struction of the urgently needed North 
Laverton Primary School will soon be 
overcome. / 


Up to date the Housing Commission, which 
holds the title to the land, has been unable to reach 





agreement with the Education Department on a 
price for transfer of the land. : 


However, the Minister of Hous- 
ing, The Hon. L. H. §. Thomp- 
son, is now prepared to have 
the site for the school trans- 
ferred from the Housing Com- 
mission to the Education De- 
partment immediately and to ne- 
Sotiate the matter of price’ later. 

This decision followed discus- 
sions between Mr. Thompson 
and-Cr. J, J. Ginifer, M.P., who 
has been seeking urgent action 
to relieve the desperate situa- 
tion at Laverton. 

Cr. Ginifer has revealed that 
the estimated enrolment for the 
opening of the 1967 school year 
is set at 1200 plus. 

On the basis of the staffing 
schedule this will require B0 
classrooms, 

The Armstrong Street Primary 
School at Laverton has 14 class- 
rooms. There are six portable 
classrooms in the school sree 

At present another three cldss- 
rooms are leased from the 
Roman Catholic authorities, but 
they will not be available to the 
Education Department in 1967. 

On the above figures another 
10 classrooms are needed to 

+ meet the 1967 requirement of 30 
rooms. 

However, Cr. Ginifer has 
pointed out it is physically im- 
possible to place a total of 16 
portable rooms in the school 
grounds (six already there and 
10 more needed). ° 
. Cr. Ginifer has drawn the at- 
tention of the Assistant Minister 
of Education, The Hon. J. F.

The Arts Council 
was formed in principle on Tuesday night by representatives of six lecal 
groups—and Cr. A. J. Fisher, who holds the Shire council’s cultural activities 
portfolio, said: “This is indeed an historic occasion. We are the pioneers.’ 


The meeting decided two things: to vote into bein 


a body called the 


Arts Council, and to vote that its next meeting will be a 30-minute business 
‘ meeting at the Shire offices, at 7 p.m. on Friday, December 9, to decide 


office-bearers. 


The council is praposed to act as a, subcommit- 
tee of the Shire council to co-ordinate the activities 


of the various groups. 


And it wilf help distribute 


Shire council subsidies to the groups. 


Besides this, it will, as 
envisaged, run an Altona 
Festival of Arts, 


The motion to form the coun- 
cil was made by Mr. Peter 
Pearce, musical director of the 
Altona Music Society, and it was 
seconded by Mr. Lioyd \Cuming, 
of the Altona Municipal Band. 


Mrs. WINFIELD SAYS 
“NO” 


Everyone at the meeting 
voted for the society’s forma- 
tion except Mrs. Gwladys Win- 
field, president of the Altona 
Drama Group. She did not 
take part in the discussion at 
the meeting, but in raising her 
hand to vote against the 
motion, she said that she had 
formed her opinion long before 
the meeting.

The Shire council was repre- 
sented by Cr. H. W. Lee, who 
chaired the meeting, Cr. G. den 
Dulk and Cr. Fisher. 


Cr. Lee said the meeting 
showed the recognition that the 
Altona community was prepared 
to give to the various forms of 
cultural activity. “When the 
council was conceived as an idea 
It was thought that it would be 
many years before it could be 
turned into fact. But they had 
not reckoned with Cr. Fisher 
who has worked hard for two 
years.” 


Cr. FISHER’S PLAN 


Cr, Fisher said the council 
would be represented by dele- 
gates from each society with 
co-opted experts from State or- 
ganisations such as the Victorian 
Ballet Guild and the Council for 
Adult Education. 


it would be responsible to the 
Shire council, and the Arts Coun- 
cil would be in a position to tell 
the councillors what the com- 
munity needed and what should 
be done and how it should be 
done. 


(Cr. Lee, jokingly as an aside, 
‘And what.-it will cost!"’} 


Cr. Fisher went on: “We the 
Shire council can’t promise you 
the moon, but we can promise 
you the crust of it. 


“I would like to see the Arts 
Council program a whole year 
of cultural activities—the use of 
halls, and public events. 


It would explain to council 
each society’s needs—lighting for 
the drama group, for instance. 


“And besides being responsible 
to the Shire council and to the 
artistic groups, it would be re- 
sponsible for staging an Altona 
Festival of the Arts. It would 
plan, promote and organise it. 





“You will tell us, the Shire 
council, what you require. We 
will look at our finances and 
say what can be done. 


THERE'LL BE DANCING 


“T suggest that the Arts Festi- 
val could be in the first week 
of next August. There would be 
drama—perhaps one of two pro- 
ductions from outside groups as 
well as our own. There would 
be exhibitions of painting, and 
hard-to-get films. 


“There would be folk dancing 
—there's 35 different nationali- 
ties in Altona. 


“Let's forget Werribee. We 
were a dump then. We are not 
a dump, now. 


“It is not only the Shire, coun- 
cil’s duty to talk only of drains 
and sewers. The council has 
done such a great deal of work 
in the physical sense. Now it 
has to enliven the human spirit 
of this magnificent commiunity, 


“J think it wili work. I know 
it, will work.” 


LEE 1S QUIZZED 


Mr. Nette. of the Drama 
Group. asked whether Shire 
council aid would be witheld 
from any particular artistic 
group that was not in the Arts 
Society. 


Cr. Lee said it was up to the 
Arts Council lo determine “‘this 
complex question” and it could 
not be answered“now. 


He said he saw the Arts Coun- 
cil as an autonomous body whose 
decisions would be supported (or 
not supported) by the Shire 
council, 


Mr. Laurie James, of the Film 
Society, asked whether it would 
not be best if the delegates first 
reported back to their societies, 
and Cr. Lee said the fact that 
they had been sent by the groups 
indicated that they had auth: 
ority. 


Mr. James Shanks, of the 
Film Society, told Cr. Lee, “I 
can’t remember anything like 
your almost dogmatic polnt of 
view that we would be re-’ 
quired to join an Aris Council 
as part of our recognition as a 
cultural body by the Shire 
council.” 


Cr. Lee replied that it was em- 
bodied “in the spirit of the 
thing.” 


He said the Shire council's re- 
cognition of cultural groups en- 
titled the groups to the facilities 
of the Shire council and it was 
to be expected that these facili- 
ties would have to be integrated.

It could cost $7,200 to concrete the nature 
strips at bus stops in'Altona, the Shire Engineer 


estimates.. 


Early this month, the council | 


had been asked by a woman 
how could she or the. council 
prevent - bus passengers from 
destroying her nature strip. A 
bus stop was right outside her 
home. 


The matter was referred to 
the engineer and this is his re 
port: 

“I wish to report as follows 
on the suggestion that all nature 
strips adjacent to bus stops 
should be concreted. 

“On the basis of the average 
nature strip being 30 sq. yds. in 
area, the cost of excavating the 
the nature strip, placing F.C.R. 
bedding and concreting would be 
approximately $90 per bus stop. 

“Hf a concrete strip 10 ft. wide 
were provided between the foot- 
path and the kerb, preferably 
adjoining a vehicular crossing 
oe cost would be approximately 

“The total number of regular 
bus stops along existing bus 
routes where nature strips are 
involved is approximately 80. 

“Therefore if the entire area 
of all nature strips involved 
were to be concreted, the cost 
involved would be $7,200. 


“If concrete strips 10 ft. wide { 


were to be provided, the cost 
involved would be $2,000. 

“It is considered that a 10 ft. 
wide strip would prevent damage 
to nature strips, would be more 
pleasing in appearance, would 
be more acceptable to most 
property owners and would 
cause less trouble to authorities 
with [services in’ the nature 
strip.”

“I refer to your letter ot 
October 11 regarding the train 


services which operated on the’ 


Altona Hine on Friday, Septem- 
ber 23 last. 

“The decision to operate em- 
ergency services that day was 
decided upon following advice 
the Railways Commissioners re- 
ceived from the State Electricity 
Commission about power restric- 


tions. t 
“This reduction represented 
about’ 50 per cent. of normal 


services, and as it was essential 
that the best possible use be 
made of the power available the 
logical course was taken of with- 
drawing services. entirely on the 
St. Kilda, Port Melbourne, Al- 
tona, Upfield. and Alamein lines 
where an alternative means of 
transport to those districts gen- 
erally exists. . 

“T understand that private 
buses ran as usual from Altona 
on Friday, September 23, linking 
up with rail at Footscray and 
North Williamstown. Greatly re- 
duced services were planned for 
show specials 
were limited to the minimum 
number of trains required to ob- 
{ain the maximum movement of 
passengers. 

“Station staff and running per- 
sonnel not required because of 
the restrictions were booked off 
duty for the day. 

“T think it is only fair to men- 
tion that the, situation regarding 
the availability of power was a 
very confused one, On the Fri- 
day morning, after the reduced 





services had begun to operate, 
the Commissioners were advised 
that sufficient power was avail- 
able to resume normal services, 
but it was not practicable to 
quickly round up sufficient staff, 
who had been booked off, to 
make use of the 55 trains loca- 
ted at outstations. 

“However, as the day advan- 
eed, services gradually improved 
although naturally they did not 
regain normality. Limited ser- 
vices resumed on the St. Kilda, 
Port Melbourne, Alamein (local 
service, Camberwell - Alamein 


jonly) and Altona (local service 


from Newport only) lines and 
during the evening peak it was 
also found possible to run het- 
ter services on all lines, 

“I would like to add that the 


Commissioners ‘very much regret }\ 


the inconvenience experienced 
by rail patrons on this occasion, 
they dislike making cuts in ser- 
vices due to a difficult and 
changing situation brought about 
by circumstances outside their 
control, and I must agrec that 
the best arrangements were 
made for the majority of rail 
passengers.” 

Cr. Fisher told the council 
while it was debating the recep- 
tion of the letter, that while it 
may have been true that there 
was a form of alternative public 
transport, it was insufficient to 
cater for the needs of Altona. 

“Altona seems to have recei-

Altona was cut off. 

“I'm dissatisfied with the re- 
ply. 

“And the service is still not 
good enough.”
